The Tariff Bill Comes Up the First 
Thing Upon Reassembling. 

Washington, December 31.—(Special.)— 
The programme in the house for the com- 
ing week has not been definitely arranged, 
but it is probable that the tariff and Ha- 
waiian questions will be discussed. The 
tariff debate will be begun as soon as the 
house reconvenes Wednesday. The demo- 
cratic members of the ways and means 
committee have not yet decided upon the 
limit which will be set on the debate, but 
the democratic leaders seem to believe that 
it ought not to run more than two weeks, 
four days for general debate and the ten 
days for debate under the five-minute rule. 
Whether Mr. Wilson, who is to open the 
debate, can speak on Wednesday will de- 
pend on whether the republicans insist upon 
the full reading of the bill before the de- 
bate begins. Inasmuch as thé formal read- 
ing of this bill was dispensed with when 
the McKinley bill was considered the dem- 
ocrats do not believe that the objection to 
dispensing with the reading of the Wilson 
bill will be interposed by the TYepublicans. 
In that case Mr. Wilson’s opening speech 
will be heard on Wednesday, followed by 
that of Mr. Burrows, who will reply to Mr. 
Wilson's argument for the republicans. 
At the very.outset of the tariff debate, how- 
ever, it wi be antagonized by the republi- 
cans, who will come forward with the Ha- 
waiian matter. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, served notice 
that as soon as congress reconvened he 
would call up the resolution which he in- 
troduced and which he maintained was of 
a privileged character. The question as to 
its. privileged nature was held in abeyance 
by the speaker to be decided upon when 
ft came up format! the house. In 
order to prevent embarrassment on this 
point it has practically been decided by 
the democratic leaders to allow the Hawu- 
ijian matter to be brought up in the shape 
of the McCreary substitute for the Hitt 
resolution on Friday and to give that day 
and the next—Saturday—for its considera- 
tion. 

Whether the McCreary substitute, which 
condemns Minister Stevens, will be passed 
or not.is doubtful, the purpose at thi= time 
being only to give both sides an opportu- 
nity to ventilate their views in order to 
get the question temporarily out of the 
way, so that the tariff debate can proceed 
uninterruptedly. It is not probable that any 
attemvt will be made at the outset to set 
a limit to the tariff debate. It will be al- 
lowed to run twa days, perhaps three. and 
then, if the republicans decline to acquiesce 
in the democratic plan, a special order, fix- 
ing the limits of the debate. will be brought 
in from the committee on rules. It is bare-

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CONGRESS MEETS ON WEDNESDAY. 


Few Senators Will Be Back and Noth- 
/ ing Can Be Done. 

Washington, December 31.—In accordance 
with its resolution of adjournment, congress 
will reconvene on Wednesday, of the pres- 
It is not probable that the senate 
will really get down to close business ap- 
plication during the week, for it is nce 
likely that there will be a quorum during 
any part of the present week. No important 
business will be undertaken until tomor- 
row week. The senators feel that there is 
little that the senate can do in the way of 
promoting legislation until the house shall 
act on some of the measures before it. The 
senate calendar contains 104 reported meas- 
ures, but there are less than haif a dozen 
of these that will require any great amount 
of time for consideration. There are quite 
a number of claim bills. of which 
the McGarrahan and the "Woodbridge 
are the most prominent, which will, in all 
probability, be disposed of at an early 
date, but whether this week or next or 
later still will depend altogether upon cir- 
cumstances. 

The most important. bill on the calendar 
is the federal election bill, and it is possi- 
ble that it mav be taken up for speech 
making during the week, though it is not 
likely that there will be an effort to pass 
the bill during the week. The bill increas- 
ing the bank circulation to the full amount 
of bonds deposited, is also still before the 
senate and can be taken up at any time. 
The senate is not likely to discuss the 
Hawalian question again while the foreign 
relations committee is investigating it. so 
that the subject bids fair to remain in abey- 
ance for some weeks unless there should 
be unexpected developments. 

The outlook for legislation in the senate 
is not, therefore, very good. either for the 
present week or for the immediate future. 
The senate will do comparatively little un- 
til the house sends the tariff and appro- 
priation bills over.

Governor Tillman Says He Will Car- 
ry Out the Law to the Letter. 


HARD TIMES IN THE PALMETTO STATE 


Governer Himself Did Not Pay His 
Taxes Untilthe Last Day—An Ex- 
tension Is Asked.

Columbia, 8. C., December 31.—(Special.)— 
This city will probably be peopled with 
dispensary constables shortly in view of the 
non-action of the city council concerning 
the governor’s proposition to make consta- 
bles out of the city police. The authority 
under which the governor will carry out 
this scheme is the tenth section of the dis- 
pensary law, which says: 

“If the authorities: of any town or city 
in the judgment of the state board of con- 
trol (of which the governor is the head 
and front) do not enforce this law, the state 
board may withhold the part (of proceeds 
from the sale of whisky) going to the said 
town or city and use it to pay state con- 
stables.’’ 

Of course the interpretation of the words 
“enforce this law’ is left with the governor, 
and his idea’is that the city police must 
transform: themselves into constables and go 
to work ferreting out violations of the law. 
It is also a matter of course, that other 
cities will follow the example vf the city 
council of Columbia, taking the ground that 
while the policemen arc always ready to nip 
cases of violation and to assist when called 
upon in special cases, they are not called 
upon to ply the part of special detectives 
for the state to the neglect of their regular 
munieipal duties. 


governor’s proposition, simply adjourning 
debate indefinitely on the matter, it is known 
that the members hold that they would 
never satisfy the governor that they were 
“enforcing the law,” no matter what in- 
structions they gave the police, and that 
consequently the governor would withhold 
the profits anyhow, 

When this news was imparted to Gov- 
ernor Tillman. he said that he would use 
the profits that came from the Columbia 
dispensaries for the pay of constables who 
would be kept in this citv all the time on 
duty, looking for cases and watching things 
in’ Columbia. 

Taxes Are Past Due. 

The last day for paying state taxes ex- 
pired yesterday, and no one stepped in at 
the last minute to stave it off—consequently 
there is sorrow in many hearts. and thou- 
sands of poor people throughout the state 
will be in a bad fix if something does not 
turn up to relieve them. This is by ho 
means magnifying the situation. The bare 
truth is that many of the people are abso- 
lutely unable to raise the necessary funds. 

Year before last Governor Tillman waited 
until the last day before granting an ex- 
tension, with a *iew of forcing those to 
pay who would not have done so if they had 
known that the time would be extended. 
This year the matter lies in the hands of 
Comptroller General Ellerbe. who is absent 
from the city and is beyond the reach of 
the telegraph. Governor Tillman himself 
waited until the last minute vesterday and 
then telegraphed to the Bank of Edgefield 
to pay his taxes. 

The Richmond and Danville railroad did 
just as it did last year and paid the amount 
that it considered due. not the amount 
charged against it. The treasurers simply 
gave it a receipt, stating that so much 
money had been paid. The railroad people 
refused to take a receipt saying “in part 
payment of taxes.”’ This is a duplication 
of what*caused the row between the state 
and some of the railroads. known as the 
railroad tax cases.

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KILLED HIS BRIDE. 


A Prominent Pennsylvanian Shoots His 
Wife. on the Street. 


THEY WERE MARRIED ONLY A MONTH 


For Three Weeks She Had Nursed 
Him Faithfully. 


HE WAS CONVALESCENT AND CRAZY 


Grip and the Loss of Property Are Sup- 
Posed to Have Unbalanced His Mind. 
He Keeps Calling for His Wife.

Media, Pa., December 31.—Swithin C. 
Shortlidge, principal of the famous Madai 
academy for boys, while out promenading 
today with his wife, who was a bride 
of only a month, shot and instantly killed 
her. For three weeks Professor Shortlidge 
has been confined at his home with the grip. 
His wife was a faithful, untiring nurse, but 
he did not seem to improve rapidly. On 
Saturday he ventured out for a walk, his 
wife accompanying him, but he did not 
go gny farther than the spacious porch of 
the academy. 

This morning he took another walk with 
his. wife on his arm in the direction of 
Bast Media, passing people without his usu- 
al signs of recognition. A few minutes 
later, while passing through some woodland 
on Jefferson street, those who were in that 
neighborhood were startled by hearing six 
Shots and looking, saw what seemed to be 
@ scuffie in the street. Among those who 
heard and saw this was Chief of Police Mc- 
Kniff, who ran to the spot, where he found 
Mrs. Shortlidge dead and the frenzied man 
clinging to her and calling for her to come 
back to him. -A six-shooting, 32-calibre re- 
volver was lying empty by the side of the 
dying woman. When the bystanders ap- 
proached, Shcrtlidge attempted to drive 
them orf and threw himself on the body of 
his wife, now rapidly being chilled in death. 


The chief of police put him under arrest | 


and, he was taken to the lockup. It was 
found that he was not fully dressed, being 
still in his night shirt. He was so weak 
that a carriage had to be procured in order 
to convey him the few squares necessary to 
reach the jail. Professor Shortlidge is a 
member of an old Quaker family. He 
graduated from Harvard university with 
honors and was the leading member of his 
clAss in phyical exercises. 
A Cultured Man. 

After graduating he went into the news- 
paper business and subsequently started a 
boarding school for boys at Kennett square. 
He removed his school to Media in 1874 and 
has since conducted one of the most suc- 
cessful institutions in the country, and one 
which has gained for itaelf.an enviable rep- 
utation as a preparatory school for young 
men,. Mr. Shoftlidge was a man of cul- 
ture and refinement and was one of the rep- 
resentative.citizens of the town. He took 
particular delight in athletics and was to be 
seen almost daily engaged in outdoor sports 
with his pupils. He has four children by 
his first wife, who died about four years 
ago. The victim, whose maiden name was 
Marie Dixon Jones, was about twenty-six 
years old and of prepossessing appearance. 
Her mother is Mrs. Marie Dixon Jones, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y.. who came into prominence 
in that city a few years ago by her suit 
against The Brooklyn Eagle for alleged li- 
belous publications about a hospital con- 
ducted by her. The suit was recently de- 
cided against her. Her brother, Rev. Henry 
Dixon Jones, was pastor of Christ Protest- 
ant Episcopal church, in this city, up to 
December Ist, when he resigned by request. 
The news of her daughter’s death is a great 
shock to the mother and it is feared she 
will lose her reason. The unfortunate man 
does not yet realize what he has done and 
is continually asking for his wife. The 
general opinion here is that he is insane. 

He Had Lost Money Recently. 

A few years ago his school was in a flour- 
ishing condition, but unlucky investments 
in real estate caused him to lose his money 
and his affairs were placed in the hands of 
a receiver. The school has since been con- 
ducted az a stock concern, with Mr. Short- 
lidge as principal, and there was every 
prospect that he would regain his host 
ground. The coroner will hold an inquest 
tomorrow. 


BURNED HIS FAMILY. 


Cummings Locked the Door and Fired | 
the House. 


Omaha, Neb., December 31.—On marble 
Slabs at the city morgue He the charred 
remains of the family of John Cummings. 
Father, mother, baby and grandmother are 
there, awaiting the outcome of the inquiry, 
which Coroner Maul has begun into the 
causes of the tragedy, which startled the 
city this morning. Nothing in Nebraska’s 
annals approaches the deed for horrors. 

Cummings has been in ill health for some 
time, and according to twelve-vear-old Tom- 
my Fox, who was present, he deliberately 
set fire to his own house and caused the 
death of his mother-in-law. his wife and 
his one-year-old baby in the flames. The 
little boy tells a straight-forward story, 
and when asked how the fire originated, 
he said: “Mr. Cummings was sitting on the 
edge of the bed in a rear room. where Mrs. 
Cummings also was, with the baby. An- 
other person in the room was Mrs. Fox, the 
mother of Mrs. Cummings, my aunt. There 
was a fuss about something and Cummings 
upset the lamp and closed the door, com 
pelling all the inmates to tsay there. ne 
ef but he refused to let any of th 
out.”’ 

Phillip Nathan, a next-door neighbor 
that when he first saw the flames he 
Mrs. trying to open 
ters to the window of the bedrc 
heard her cry out and say, “My 
already on fire.” 
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‘and Cummings, would be quarreling between 


themselves and then they would turn on 
the women. 

“The trouble that resulted in the fire be- 
gan early Saturday night. I heard them 
swearing all the evening. The disturkance 
increased toward midnight and frequently 
oaths were heard. I distinguished the voice 
of a boy, a woman and two men. Finally, 
some time ahout 2 o’clock, a terrible scuffle 
commenced. From the noise made by the 
heavy shoes of the men as they pushed 
each other across the floor and from the 
manner in which they cursed I knew they 
were having a desperate fight. 

“Suddenly there was a thud over in the 
little room to the north, in which the bodies 
were found, as if one of ‘the men had 
fallen. He did not attempt to rise and I 
heard the other man take several steps 
and then heard a woman scream. She 
yelled, ‘My God!’ and then gurgled, as if 
being choked. A moment later another 
body fell on the floor. This was followed 
almost instantly by the crash of heavy 
glass and I saw the flames breaking out 
through the small window in the room 
where the bodies were found. For a few 
minutes a confusion of oaths, screams and 
blows could be heard in the little room and 
then all was still.’ 

The police are working on the case, but 
have developed nothing to dispute the evi- 
dence that Cummings committed the crime 
while in a fit of insane rage. 


MURDERED HER CHILD. 


A Mother Charged with Throwing Her 
Babe from a Train. 

Valdosta, Ga., December 31.—(Special.)— 
The coroner’s juryefter fully investigating 
the case of fhfanticide here three $Weeks 
ago rendered a verdict today charging 
Mary Williams with the crime of murder.

ODDS ON MITCHELL, 


That Is, on the Governor in the Com 
ing Fight. 


SPORTS KEEP UP THEIR WERVE 


But They Have Not Settled with 
the Governor. 


HE MEETS THEM IN THE COURTS 


If Call Decides That There Is No Law 
Against Glove Contests, the Governor 
Will Carry the Case Up. 


Jacksonville, Fila., ‘December 31.—Nexi 
Tuesday, Governor Mitchell, representing 
as he says, the peace and dignity of the 
State of Florida, and the Duval Athletic 
Club, representing the lovers of the manly 
art of self-defense, are matched to meet 
in the legal arena. The athletic club would 
like for the contest to be with gloves and 
for points only, but Governor Mitchell, it 
is said, has blood in his eye and will make 
it a bare knuckle fight and to a finish at 
that. 

The occasion of the meeting of these 
parties will be the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings instituted before Judge Call, in the 
matter of the recent arrest of Corbett and 
Mitchell to lest the Florida law in relation 
to prize fights. 

The Way the Club Members View It. 

The athletic club managers claim to be 
abselutely certain of the result. They say 
that Judge Call will grant the writ of habeas 
corpus and release Corbett and Mitchell 
from arrest, declaring that there is no law 
in Florida against glove contests. After 
this decision, the club officials say all will be 
plain sailing for the meeting of Corbett and 
Mitchell on the date advertised, January 
25th. The promoters of the fight seem to 
have some grounds for asserting that Judge 
Call will decide the case in their favor. 
They base their claim on Call’s record, 
when he was prosecuting attorney for this 
county. about three years ago. At that time 
a glove contest took place at the opera 
house in this city. The principals in the af- 
fair were promptly indicted by the grand 
jury, but when the case was called, it is 
said that Judge Call, in his capacity of 
prosecuting attorney, moved to dismiss the 
indictments on the ground that such con- 
tests were not in violation of the laws of 
Florida. 

This is the version of the affair given 
by the sports of the community. but there 
are others who say that while Call did fa- 
vor this dismissal of the indictments, he 
did not state so clearly as the lovers of 
pugilism claim that glove contests were not 
violative ot Florida laws. Howwmer true 
this may be, it is on Call’s action in this 
case that the athletic managers base their 
hopes for a favorable decision in the test 
case. : 

They say that it will never do for_Call, 
the judge, to decide that glove contests arg 
prohibited, for it will be an admission that 
Call, the prosecuting attorney. did not know 
anything about the law. The judge, they 
say, will never make himself ridiculous in 
this way, but will, as judge. sustain thé 
construction of the law he made as prose- 
cuting attorney three years ago. 

With Call’s decision in-our favor, for 
the fight on January 25th, may the best 
man win, say the members of the athletie 
club.

A BLESSING IN A SHORT CAREER 


Some Men by Living Too Long Getin the

mortal threnody. Cato feared at eighty 
years of age that he would not live to learn 
Greek. Monaldesco at 115 years, writing the 
history of his time, feared & collapse. The- 
ophrastus writing @ book at ninety years of 
age was anxious to live to complete it. 
Thurlow Weed at about eighty-six years of 
aga found life as great @ reagan as 
when he snuffed out his first politician. 
Albert Barnes, ‘80 well prepared for the 
next world at seventy, said he would rath- 
er stay here. So it is all the way down. 
I suppose that the last time Methuselah 
was out of doors in a storm he was afraid 
of getting his feet wet lest it shorten his 
days. Indeed, I some time ago preached 
a sermon on the blessings of longevity, 
but in this, the last day of 1893, and when 
many are filled with sadness at the _— 
that another chapter of their life is c oo 
and that they have 365 days less to mee

If he die at 
ninety, he has to toil all the way on up to 
ll o’clock at night. The sooner we get 
through our work the better. The harvest 
all in barrack or barn, the farmer does 
not sit down in the stubbleftéld, but, shoul- 
dering his scythe and taking his pitcher 
from under a tree, he makes a straight line 
for the. old homestead. All we want to 
be anxious about is to get our work done 
and well done, the quicker the better. 
Again: There is @ blessing in an abbre- 
viated earthly existence in the fact that 
moral disaster might come upon the man 
if he tarried longer. A man who had been 
prominent in churches, and who had been 
admired for his generosity and kindness

everywhere, for forgery was sent to state 


prison for fifteen years. Twenty years 
before there was no more probability of 
that man’s committing 4 commercial dis- 
honesty than that you will commit com- 
mercial dishonesty. The number of men 
who fall into ruin between fifty and sev- 
enty years of age is simply appalling. If 
they had died thirty years before it would 
have been better for them and better for 
their families. The shorter the voyage 
the less chance for a cyclone. 

There is a wrong theory abroad that if 
one’s youth be right his old age will be 
right. You might as well say there is 
nothing wanting for a ship’s safety except 
to get it fully launched on the 
Atlantic ocean. I have sometimes 
asked those who were schoolmates 
or collegemates of some great defrauder, 
“What kind of a boy was he? What kind 
of a young man was he?” and they have 
said, “Why, he was a splendid fellow; I 


outrage.” The fact is the great tempta- 
tion of life sometimes comes. far on in mid- 
life, or in old age. 

The first time I crossed the Atlantic ocean 
it was as smooth as a mill pond and I 
thought the sea captains and the voyagers 
had slandered the old ocean and I wrote 
home an essay for a magazine on “The 
Smile of the Sea,” but I never afterward 
could have written that thing, for before 
we got home we got a terrible shaking up. 
The first voyage of life may be very smooth; 
the last may be a .euroclydon. Many who 
start life in great prosperity do not end 
it in prosperity. —

inside the fortress, ought not that man to 
shout for joy who can put down his weapon 
for earthly defense and go into the king's 
castle? Who is more fortunate, the soldier 
who has to stand guard twelve hours, we 
the man who has to stand guard six hours? 
We have common sense about everything 
but religion, common sense about every- 
thing but transferance from this world. 

Again: There is a blessing in an abbrevi- 
ated earthly existence in the fact that one 
escapes so many bereavements. The longer 
we live the more attachments and the more 
kindred, the moresetfrds to be wounded or 
rasped or sun@ered. If a man live on, to 
seventy or eighty years of age, how many 
graves are cleft at his feet! In that long 
reach of time father and mother go, broth- 
ers and sisters go, children go, grandchil- 
dren go, personal friends outside the fam- 
ily circle whom they had loved with a love 
like that of David and Jonathan. 

Beside that, some men have a natural 
trepidation about dissolution, and ever and 
anon during forty or fifty years, this hor- 
ror of their dissolution shudders through 
soul and body. Now, suppose the lad goes 
at sixteen years of age? He escapes fifty 
funerals, fifty caskets, fifty obsequies, fifty 
awful wrenchings of the heart. It is hard 
enough for us to bear their departure, but 
is it not far easier for us to bear their 
departure than for them to stay and bear 
fifty departures? Shall we not by the grace 
of God rouse ourselves into a generosity of 
bereavement which will practically say, “‘It 
is hard enough for me to go through this 
bereavement, but how glad I am that he 
will never have to go through it.” 

So-I reason with myself, and so you will 
find it helpful to reason with yourselves. 
David lost his son. Though David was king, 
he lay on the earth mourning and inconsol- 
able for some time. At this distance of 
time, which do you really think 
was the one to be congratulat- 
ed, the short-loved cud or the long- 
lived father? Had David died as early 
as that child died he would, in the first 
place, have escaped that particular bereave- 
ment, then he would have escaped the 
worse bereavement of Absalom, his recreant 
son, and the pursuit of the Phillistines, and 
the fatigues of his military campaign, and 
the jealousy of Saul, and the perfidy of 
Ahithophel, and the curse of Shimei, and 
the destruction of his family at Ziklag, and 
above all, he would have escaped the two 
great calamities of his life, the great sins of 
uncleanness.and murder. David lived to be 
of vast use to the. church and the world, 
but so far as his own happiness was con- 
cerned, does it not seem to you that it 
would have been better for him to have 
gone early? 

Now, this, my friends, explains some 
things that to you have been inexplicable. 
This shows you why when God takes little 
children from a household he is very apt to 
take the brighest, the most genial, the most 
sympathetic, the most talented. Why? It 
is because that kind mature suffers the 
most when it does suffer, and is most liable 
to temptation. God saw the tempest sweep- 
ing up from the Caribbean, and he put the 
delicate craft into the first harbor. ‘Taken 
away from the evil to come.” 

Again, my friends, there is a blessitig in 
an abbreviated earthly existence in the fact 
that it puts one sooner in the center of 
things. All astronomers, infidel as well as 
Christian, agree in believing that the uni- 
verse swings around some great center, 
Any one who haa studied the earth and 
studied the heavens knows that God’s favor- 
{te figure in geometry is a circle. When 
God put forth his hand to create the uni- 
verse, he did not strike that hand at right 
angles, but he waved it in a circle and 
kept on waving it in a circle until systems 
and costellations and galaxies and all 
worlds took that motion. Our planet swing- 
ing around the sun, other planets swinging. 
around other suns, but somewhere a great 
hub around which the great wheel of the 
universe turns. Now, that center is heaven. 
That is the capital of the universe. That 
is the great metropolis of immensity. 

Now, does not our common sense teach us 
that in matters of study it is better for us 
to move out from the center towards the 
circumference, rather than “to be on the 
circumference where our world now is? We 
are like those who study the American con- 
tinent while standing on the Atlantic beach. 
The way to study the continent is to cross 
it, or go to the heart of'it. Our standpoint .

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Judge Speer Decides a Point of Deep 
Interest to Athens. | 


THE SHIPPERS MUST BE CONSIDERED 


Common Carriers Should Not Forget the 
Franchises Granted Them—The Judge 
Knows the Localities Thoroughly. 


Macon, Ga., December 31.—(Special.)— 
Honorable N. E. Harris, receiver of the 
Macon and Northern, after the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company had de- 
faulted on the bonds of the Northeastern 
railroad, and the latter company had been 
taken possession of by R. K. Reeves, under 
the appointment of Governor Northen, 
thought it best for the interest of the Macon 
and Northern to sever the joint agency at 
Athens. A large number of shippers over 
both the Northeastern and the Macon and 
Northern objected strongly to this, and 
Colonel Harris gave them the opportunity 
of being heard before Judge Speer at Ma- 
con Friday. Colonel Harris represented 
himself as receiver. Messrs. R. K. Reeves 
and Asbury H. Hodgson, though not coun- 
selors, solicitors or prosecutors in the Unit- 
States court, were permitted to conduct 
the Athens end of the argument. Colonel 
Harris had the efficient assistance of Mr. 
8. C. Hoge, the accomplished superintend- 
ent of the Macon and Northern. The facts 
of the interesting dispute may be found from 
Jude Speer’s decision which was rendered 
after all the arguments and statements 
were informally heard. 

Judge Speer said: 

“It would have been beyand the range of 
& very vivid imagination for the judge of 
this court, twenty-four years ago, when he 
began the practice of law in Athens, in 
sight of the localities affected by this dis- 
pute, to conceive that any such quéstion 
could ever arise. The old Athens branch 
was there—no other railroad. The opulent 
traffic of which the gentlemen speak, that 
comes over the Northeastern, then came 
down the Jefferson or the Harmony Grove 
road. It came in wagons, with the old 
fashioned “prairie schooner’ tops, and in 
the season the streets were filled with them. 
They. came from beyond the Blue Ridge and 
even from the mountairis of North Caroli- 
na. The Northeastern railroad was a dim 
possibility, the Macon and Northern a 
myth. Now the famous city of Athens, 
so dear to so many, has four great lines of 
railroad adding to the convenience of its 
people, and in the development of the coun- 
try, necessarily to augmenting its wealth. 

Public Question. 

This seems to be a question between two 
railroads, but it is also a public question. 
I am inclined to think that most railroad 
lawyers, and railroad officers, no matter 
how kindly they feel toward the' people, 
are apt to forget the primary interest which 
the public has in the great properties they 
operate by virtue of the franchise the pub- 
lic has granted. I also think that much of 
the welfare on railroads, which has resulted 
in commissions, destructive rates and in- 
imical legislation, was brought about by 
the arbitrary action of men in control of 
railroads in ‘“‘bottling up communities,” and 
thus generally depreciating the value of 
property. I mean no reflection on the com- 
petent officers in charge of the Macon and 
Northern. Mr. Hoge, superintendent, as 
he states, looks at this as merely a ques- 
tion of economy in dollars and cents for the 
Macon and Northern. This is his duty: He 
might save a few hundred dollars a year, 
if his calculations are accurate, by the 
severance of this agency. But looking back 
of that, what was the railroad chartered 
for? Largely for the benefit of the public. 
The public had a right to grant or to deny 
to the corporators the right to run this 
railroad. The city authorities of Athens 
could no doubt have prevented it from cross- 
ing the city. For what was the right of 
Way given by that community across the 
streets of the city of Athens? Was it for 
the benefit of the Macon and Northern ex- 
clusively?. By no means. It was for the 
Benefit of the people of Athens also. Now 
the judge presiding knows all the localities, 
and so far as such knowledge is concerned, 
is qualified to pass on this question. The 
road to the old Northeastern depot was 
long and steep, and in the long rains of 
fall and winter when freights are heaviest, 
in consistency, strongly resembled Bun- 
yan’s “Slough of Despond.”’ The cross town 
line of the Macon and’ Northern brings 
freight from all north Georgia almost to 
the business center of the city on the other 
side of town, whence a tnacadamized road 
of two or three hundred yards reaches the 
center of the city. If a severance of the 
joint agency or a denial of the Northeast- 
ern of the right of access to this depot was 
effected, :this cross town line of the Macon 
and Northern would be not only an injury 
but a nuisance to the people of Athens. If 
for instance a railroad can be imagined as 
crossing Macon through a populous section 
of the city, crossing streets and cutting 
across private lots from one side of the 
city to the other, the impression which the 
Macon and Northern has been permitted to 
make upon the city of Athens, may be mun- 
derstood. 

Rights of the People. 

If, at one fell swoop, the court 
deprives the people of the city of all the 
benefits which they had the _ right 
to expect from ita, concession to 
the road, it would be a very 
grave and we think inequitable injury. It 
is true, as Colonel Harris, the receiver, 
argues, that ‘the railroad would have to 
pay the additional expense of shifting cars, 
etc., which would go into the treasury of 
the Macon and Northern. But who would 
pay the railroads? The shippers, of course, 
The freights would be increased by the 
amount of the additional exactions in order 
to enable the Northeastern to meet them, 
Besides, it might be true, that while the 
Macon and Northern would deliver goods 
to the people of Athens, brought in by the 
Northeastern, it might not be willing to de- 
liver to the Northeastern freight shipped 
from Athens, So after all, ic would come 
back as a hardship upon these people, who 
have granted such large privileges to the 
Macon and Northern raijroad. I am ad- 
vised, by a letter in court of Mr. Bloom- 
field, president of fhe Athens Manufactur- 
ing Company, resisting this application, 
that he has permitted the Macon and 
Northern railroad to occupy @ quarter of a 
mile of right of way for which the Macon 
and Northern had no deed whatever. Now 
the possession of all this property by the 
court will only be for a short time. It 
must, in the process of administration, soon 
be disposed of, and the purchasers may 
make such disposition of this and all other 
matters relating to it as the law will per- 
mit, but at present undoubtedly there are 
very strong equities here for the people of 
Athens. The statement in Mr. Bloomfield’s 
letter, which I know must be true, for « 
know him, also indicates that very grave 
litigation would be threatened to the Macon 
and Northern for an important part of its 
right of way, if these agencies were se- 
vered, and if the people of Athens are in- 
jured in the conduct of their business be- 
cause the receiver is now in control of the 
great privileges they have conceded to the 
Macon and Northern, it would be, I think, 
not omy inequitable, but questionable as 
a matter of poly. 

Orders the Point Agency Continued. 

On the whole, therefore, while I confess 
I do not know that I can decide thfs ques-

will do all he can to work harmoniously 
with the receiver of the Macon and North- 
ern and with our excellent superintendent, 
Mr. Hoge. The court has the right to ex- 
pect that all friction will be avoided aad 
that an equitable and full compliance‘ with 
the statement and proposition made by the 
State agent will be carried out. The ex- 
penses should be adjusted: fairly and in the 
neighborhood of the proposition he made, 
and there should be no conflict about 
freights , 
“On the whole, I will deny the receiver's 
Petition, and permit the joint agency to 
continue. The cost of this proceeding will 
be divided between the state agent, Mr, 
Reeves, and the receiver of the Macon and 
Northern railroad.”

Meanwhile, the agents of patil 


bankers—the Lazards, the Hockelheim-- 


ers and the Ickelheimers—having discey- 
ered what an easy process it was to get 
hold of the gold reserve of the govern- 
ment, proceeded to fill the foreign de- 
mand for gold created by the Austrian 
loan. The Bank of England, to protect 
itself, had raised its rate from 3. to 5 
and 6 per cent, thus putting a premium 
of 2 and 3 per cent on gold, and this 
gave a new impulse to the raid. The 
only protection that our own reserve 
fund had was the recognition of silver 
as the money of final payment. When 
Charles Foster abandoned that policy 
he opened wide the doors of the treasury 
to the raiders and brought about the 
Shrinkage of values, the decline of 
prices and the collapse of business that 
have robbed the people of this country of 
billions of dollars during the past two 
years, and that have caused more suffer- 
ing and misery and want than war or 
pestilence would have caused. 

We are now told that Foster’s collapse 
is almost as complete as that of the 
country. His case has beem in the Ohio 
courts and the newspapers have-printed 
some very tough reports as to the style 
in which his business was conducted. 
It was thought for a while that his cred- 
itors would get a settlement at the rate 
of about 50 cents on the dollar, but the 
latest information is to the effect that 


unless a further compromise is effected | 


the creditors will receive not more than 
10 cents on the dollar. 

Under all the circumstances we do not 
see why Foster doesn’t put a bold front 
on the matter and refuse to pay a cent 
until the banks that were in the bond- 
forcing conspiracy come to his rescue. 


No Bond Issue! 

Mr. Soverign, who has recently been 
made grand master workman of the 
Knights of Labor, in place of Mr. Ter- 
rence V. Powderly, has issued a stirring 
address to the members of his organiza- 
tion urging them to protest against the 
proposed issue of interest-bearing bonds. 

Mr. Soverign says he is “in receipt of 
letters from the cotton regions of the 
south and from the agricultural districts 
of the west declaring that the issuing of 
interest-bearing bonds by the national 
government will be considered sufficient 
provocation to justify a call to arms.” 

Those who write such letters to Mr. 
Soverign, of course, exaggerate the in- 
tensity of the opposition to a bond. is- 
sue, and yet there can be no doubt that 
the people are bitterly opposed to this 
scheme to increase their taxes for the 
benefit of the money power. There can 
be no doubt that they are ready to rise 
up and vote out of power any man or 
any set of men willing to suggest or to 
support such an attack on the prosperity 
of the people. 

The fact that Mr. Carlisle has endorsed 
a bond fue does not make the scheme 
a democratic one. The suggestion came 
first from General Henderson, a violent 
republican goldbug. Subsequently it 
was taken up by John Sherman and put 
forward by him in the senate in the last 
speech he made in that body during the 
extra session, It is a republican scheme 
entirely. Being republican, it is a sec- 
tional scheme. It is for the benefit of 
the money lenders of the east. The peo- 
ple—the merchants, the business men, 
the farmers and the workingmen—are to 
be taxed for the benefit of the element 
which is clamoring for bonds. The peo- 
ple are to be taxed in order that a few 
people may be supplied with a safe in- 
vestment for their idle funds. 

It is a republican scheme in its incep- 
tion, and is utterly and radically op- 
posed to every principle and policy of 
the democratic party, but if John Sher- 
man can get enough support from the 
cuckoo statesmen and the eastern con- 
tingent he will carry it through congress 
and thus make the democrats responsi- 
ble for it. That is the programme, and 
it will be carried out unless John Sher- 
man has suddenly ceased to be cunning 
enough to manipulate the cuckoo states- 
men and the eastern contingent. 

But, instead of increasing the burden 
of the public debt, instead of increasing 
the burden of taxation, the democrats in 
congress should provide for the deficit 
in the treasury by carrying out tbe plat- 
form, by providing a revenue from tariff 
taxation, by reducing expenditures, by 
instituting measures of relief and re- 
form, by coining the silver in the treas- 
ury so that it shall be in convenient 
shape for purposes of redemption, by 
issuing treasury notes which will circu- 
late among the people and be used by 
them in paying their debts.

The Oglesby Outrage. 

We present on another page the story 
of an outrage committed in Havana by 
the Spanish authorities upon Mr. P. C. 
Oglesby, of the well-known Georgia fam- 
ily of that name. 

It-is apparent from all the testimony 
that can be obtained that Mr. Oglesby 
was waylaid on the streets of Havana 
and robbed. by ruffianly policemen, who 
forthwith charged him with disorderly 
conduct and had him locked up. The 
case was reported to the American con- 
sul, Dut he delayed the matter so long 
that the state department at Washing- 
ton has not yet been able to secure re- 
dress. 

It is also in evidence that the present 
American consul is a republican ap- 


pared to do justice to an Ameridan citi- 
zen, He is apparently under impres- 
sion that the great co -influ- 
ences supporting him in New York will 
keep him in his place. + 

It is about time to call a halt! We 
see what this policy is leading to. I 
this case it touches on home people here 
in Georgia.

The provisions of that platform, calling for 
the free coinage of silver on equal terms 
with gold, the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on banks, etc., when enacted into law, would 
be sure to relieve the prevailing distress. 
I called for the enforcement immediately 
of the tariff plank, and especially deprecated 
any attempt at delay. I held that a party 
pledged to the people has no other resource 
than to Keep mviolate faith with those 
who placed it in power. 


Agreed on National Policy. 

“It is a cause of congratulation, therefore, 
that Mr. Atkinson so fully repeats my views © 
as to national party policy. It removes a 
cause for possible debate. We both go be- 
fore the people without any differences as 
to the duty of the democratic party. If we 
can agree as heartily upon state issues, the 
campaign will be one without vexation. I

that Mr. Atkinson is to be my rival for the 
democratic nomination, I am pleased indeed, 
that he so fully shares my views.

“Of course, we may not find it smooth 
sailing all the way through, but I am sat- 
isfied after the officials of the state, city 
and county, who have not studied the law, 
but studied-the class of the show, that they 
will not object, and that it will be brought 
off here’ without any trouble.

Paul, in his 
writings, sets forth the general principles 
of the gospel of Christ. David’s soul had 
burned under the holy infiwence of sacred 
song and David had plunged into the deep- 
est sin. From the contemplation of God's 
handiwork in the beautiful firmament which 
declared His glory and power, David reach- 
ed his thought to higher planes of truth 
in studying the law of the Lord, which is 
perfect, converting the soul. This study of 
the law brings the psalmist to the honest 
prayer of the text. A deliverance from 
secret faults, presumptuous sins, an unruly 
or thoughtless tongue and an impure mind 
will correct my life, It may truly be called 
the gospel according to David, because he 
looks to be freed from sin by his Lord and 
his Redeemer.

THe “AGE OF MR. P. 6. OGLESBY 


: A Young American Held in Close Confine- 
ment in Havane, and Denied a Hearing. 
The Neglect of Our Consul. 


On the 27th of last October, Mr. P. C. 
Oglesby, the brother of Mr. T. K. Oglesby, 
formerly the pritate secretary of .Hon. 
Alexander H. Stephens, was assaulted on 
the streets of Havana by several of the 
armed police of that city. They robbed 
him and then bound him and conveyed him 
to the city prison. Information of the out= 
rage was at once sent to the American 
consul, but that official did not call the 
attention of the captain general to it until 
the 10th of November—two weeks later— 
and no report was made to the state de- 
partment at Washington until the 22d of 
November—about a month after the occur- 
rence of the outrage. Oglesby was prac- 
tically helpless, but he sent in his protests, 
and finally The New York World called at- 
tention to his case simultaneously with 
The Constitution. The state department 
gent inquiries to the consul and ten days 
later received an answer. As The Times- 
Democrat, of New Orleans, says of the 


“This is a most shameful showing for 
Ee official who has been placed, with a 
igh salary, by the United States govern- 
ment in Havana, charged with the duty 
of protecting with promptness anl yigor 
the person and property of every one of its 
citizens there—no matter what their sta- 
tion—from unjust aggression. What was 
he doing during the two weeks that elapsed 
between the date of the outrage and the 
date when he at’ last found time to give 
a@ thought to the suffering captive who 
ad appealed to him and to address a per- 
ctery note to the captain general’ is 
it true, as suggested by a Florida’ paper, 
that his time .i8 so much engaged in at- 
tending balls and parties that he hasn't 
enough -left for maintaining the honor and 
Gignity of the American flag and protecting 
the persons of American citizens? We 
read that the social festivites of the pres- 
ent season in Havana are of an unusually 
and seductive character, and our Flor- 
da contemporary may be on the right 
trail, but is not our contemporary likewise 
right in the additional suggestion that, if 
fuch be the cause of the consul’s inat- 
tention to his official duty, the sooner he 
is retired from office the better it will be 
for this country?

“As it is, we are compelled to contem- 
plate the humiliating, disgraceful fact that 
a citizen of the United States was, in the 
month of October last, assaulted, bound, 
robbed and imprisoned by the military 
force of a foreign government, and lay 
in prison two weeks before the United 
States consul, though promptly informed of 
it, took enourh notice of the outrage to 
call the attention of that governinent to it 
and request a fair and speedy trial for the 

risoner; and that he lies there without a 

rial to this day and date. 

‘‘And this, we are told, is what is consid- 
ered ‘prompt attention’ by the consul. We 
protest against the acceptance by the 
state department of the Havana consul’s 
action in this matter as ‘prompt attention.’ 
We protest against it in behalf of our 
national honor and dignity, and especially 
do we protest against it in behalf of every 
citizen of the United States who may have 
occasion to call upon his country’s repre- 
sentative in a foreign land to shield him 
from oppression, to save his property. his 
liberty, or his life, and we would bring the 
matter home to the acting secretary of 
state by asking if he would think such ac- 
tion ‘prompt attention’ if he were the one 
who, smarting under such indignities as 
sword- -taps on the mouth and cord-bound 
arms, lav waiting for rescue from a foreign 
dungeon? Let the Havana consul try such 
a life for a while and we are confident that 
he wolld speedily and radically revise his 
ideas of promptness—just as soon, at least, 
as he begun to feel in his own verson the 
difference between that kind of life and 
life in the richlv furnished consular office 
that he has held for nearly ten years con- 
secutively. We protest against the estab- 
lishment of the consular action in this in- 
stance as a precedent in the matter of 
promptness, for the. guidance of other 
~_- future consuls in- similar cases. It is 

recedent which we hope never to ‘see 
fol owed hy any American consul, and it is 
one which we do not believe would have 
been set by the representative of any other 
respectable government on earth.” 

Our Havana Consul. 

In former years these outrages have re- 
ceived prompt attention. In the present in- 
stance our consul, Mr. Williams. at Ha- 
vana, is practically a Spaniard. His given 
name, Ramon, is Spanish. He married a 
Cuban, and during the ten years while 
he has held the office he has been conspicu- 
ous for his republican and Spanish sympa- 
thies. 

Americans residing in Havana are indig- 
mant: They desire the removal of the con- 
sul, and say that the United States govern- 
ment should secure the release of Mr. 
Oglesby, with prompt reparation for the 
injury and damage sustained by him. 

What American Consuls Have Done. 

In the better days of the republic when 
we had Americans representing our govern- 
ment in Havana these outrages never oc- 
curred without prompt reparation. 


It was not so when N. P. Trist, a Vir- 


ginian, who had been secretary to Andrew 
Jackson, was consul at Havana, and wrote 
to John Forsyth, of Georgia, secretary 
of state, in behalf of an American who had 
accidentally killed a citizen of Havana.

wrote the particulars to the secretary of 
state at Washington, and asked: “Is tt 
not the duty of our government to demand 
and exact full indemnity to American cit- 
izens when arrested and imprisoned by a 
foreign government without cause or on 
frivolous pretexts?”’ 

It was not so when Spain, still crazy 
with the invasion nightmare, arrested on 
mere suspicion a number of Amer&s¥n citi- 
zens onthe Island of Contoy, and Consul 
Campbell, as soon as he heard of it—and 
before the prisoners had reached Havana— 
begun vigorous measures for their protec- 
tion by addressing the captain general 
on the matter and informihg the secretary 
of state about it. John M. Clayton, of 
Delaware, was then secretary, and he an- 
swe the consul thus: “If the facts re- 
lating to their capture be as they are rep- 
resented to us, the president’ (Millard 
Fillmore was president then) “has resolved 
that the eagle must and shall protect 
them. Warn the captain general that if he 
unjustly sheds one drop of ‘American blood 
it may cost the two countries a sanguinary 
war."’ The prisoners were speedily liber- 
ated. 

It was not so when John Salinero was put 
in prison and not allowed. to communicate 
with his friends, who had no knowledge of 
the cause of his arrest, and Acting Consul 
Moreland, two days afterward, wrote to 
the captain general stating the facts, and 
added: “I, therefore, request of your ex- 
cellency to have the goodness to state to 
me the cause of the arrest of Mr. Salinero, 
so as to‘ have the opportunity of offering 
some explanations, or of making his de- 
fense, if he is accused of having committed 
any crime.”’ 

It was not so when Acting Consul Rob- 
ertson received the thanks ‘of the state 
department for his “friendly and Zealous 
service’ in behalf of some poor, imprisoned, 
unlettered sailors, ‘‘whose fate,’’ wrote Mr. 
Marcy to Mr. Robertson, ‘‘would have been 
wretched indeed but for the pecuniary aid 
which, as this department has learned, 
you have extended to them,” and, continu- 
ing, he said: ‘“‘The protracted delay at- 
tending the official proceedings in their case 
has excited sympathy in their .behalf in 
this country, where the right is not ques- 
tioned of requiring . strict account from 
the executive of -i circumstances that 
appear to be an infringement by foreign 
government of the rights of American cit- 
izens. As you well remark in your letter 
to the captain general, the president stands 
pledged before this country and the world 
to extend his protection to citizens of the 
United States abroad when such citizens 
find themselves in difficulties not brought 
on by an intentional disregard or contempt 
for the laws of other countries. He cannot 
make distinctions between individuals; all 
are equally entitled to the watchful care 
and protection of the government. * * ® 
You will request from the proper author- 
ities, unless the trial be very shortly 
terminated, authenticated copies of the 
charges against these American citizens, 
and the proofs by which it is supposed:they 
can be sustained, for transmission to this 
department, to be laid before the presi- 
dent.”’ 

It was not so when D. M. Barringer, of 
North Carolina, represented this govern- 
ment at Madrid, and addressed the Spanish 
minister of state in these words: 

“The United States are deeply interested 
in the general duty of giving just and am- 
ple protection to the citizens of the re- 
public wherever found. I am here solely 
as the representative of the United States, 
to fulfill their instructions, and to take 
care, within the sphere of my duties, that 
the just rights of all their citizens, how- 
ever humble or exalted, however rich or 
poor, are fully and fairly maintained and 
defended. * * * [I am directed to assure 
your excellency that, although the govern- 
ment of the United States does not incline 
ever to magnify small mrtters into things 
of great importance, yet, tnat it regards any 
act depriving an American citizen of his 
personal liberty as a subject of very just 
complaint, until a proper charge for such 
deprivation be established on full and suf- 
ficient evidence. While the government of 
her majesty is given to understand distinct- 
ly that no Spanish subject will be deprived 
of his liberty in the United States by order 
of that government, or any branch of it, 
on mere suspicion, or any slight grounds 
or unfounded imputations, so in this re- 
spect we confidently anticipate concurrent 
and reciprocal sentiments and conduct from 
the government of Spain. * * * The 
United States would be the last to question 
the right of Spain, or that of the captain 
general of Cuba, under authority from 
his government, to do whatever they may 
deem necessary for the protection and se- 
curity of that island. But then, this right 
must be exercised and this authority exe- 
cuted with due respect to-the rights of 
others, and consistently with the usages 
and laws of “civilized nations, which, of 
course, are equally competent to judge 
whether these laws have been violated and 
these usages improperly infringed or not. 
* * * It is the highest duty of the gov- 
ernment of the United States to protect 
and defend their citizens against injustice 
and wrong, and it will continue to appeal

Chief Joyner, in addition to his regular
